rible calamities which befel the Israelites in consequence 
of their unparalleled guilt and sinful ingratitude—their 
contempt of God and his oracles—their breach of cove-| 
nant with him—the alliance they formed with the hea-| 
then, and dependance on them instead of G od—their | 
scornful obstinacy—wickedness—neglect of relative du-| 
ties—-selfishess—hatred—bloodshed—luxury—lewdness | 
—injustice—oppression—falsehood—deceit—envy--cov- | 
eiousness,; and every form of vice, having long prevailed | 
among them—they were fearfully punished. 

When the long expected Messiah made his appear- 
ance among them, the Jews finding. their carnal imagi- 
nations no wise answered in him ; notwithstanding they 





saw the clearest credence in his miracles, doctrines and 
behaviour, they rejected and ignominiously crucified | 
him, and did what they could to prevent the spread of 
the gospel among the Gentiles. He had scarcely made. 
his appearance in the temple, in the twelvth year of his 
age, when Judea was reduced to a Roman _province.— 
When he died, (twenty-four years after), they seem to! 
have had no power of life and death in their hands. Af-| 
ter the converson of the Centurion, we find no vestige 
of civil power among them, independent of the Roman. 
The destruction of the Galileans; of the temple; of Pi- 
fate ; the destruction of others by the falling of the tower 
of Siloam, and that of Judas the traitor; the alarming 


sumption of Herod by worms; the blindness of Elymas 
the sorcerer; the murder of about one hundred Jews in 
Egypt, Syria and Canaan, by their heathen neighbors ;

But notwithstanding the sore calamities which came

And the author of our text exclaims, ‘Pe 
glad then, ye children of Zion, and rejoice in the Lord 
your God,’ &c. 

The prophet Joel givesthem to understand that their 
fields shal! yield abundant increase, that Jesus Christ 
shall shine forth in his glory, bring forth for, and com-| 
municate to his people, the precious fruits of eternal and | 
spiritual blessings, while they, justified by his death, and | 
sanctified by his spirit, shall be remarkably sound in all | 
their principles, and holy in their hearts and conversa-| 
tion; and as the Lord by his pillar of fire, protected, 
refreshed and guided the Israelites in the wilderness, so} 
| shall Jesus, by his blood, his power and his glory, pro- 
tect and save those for whom he poured out hislife. 

Having shown the particular circumstances which 
seemed connected with our text, let us apply our subject 
to our time, in a spiritual point of view, and see wheth- 
er we have not reason to be glad and rejoice in the 
name of the Lord our God.

MISCELLANY. 


SIGNS OF THE WEATHER. 


Rep clouds in the West, at sun set, especially. 
when they bave a tint of purple, portend fine weath- 
er. ‘The reason is, that the air, when dry refracts 
more red or heat making rays, and as dry air, 
is not perfectly transparent, they are again re- 
flected in the horizon. A coper or yellow sun- 
set generally fortells rain; but as indications of wei 
weather approaching, nothing is more certain than 
the halo around the moon, which is produced by 
the precipitated water ; aod the larger the circle 
the nearer the clours, aud consequently more ready 
to fall. Wuen the swallows fly high, fine weather 
is to be expected or continued; but when they fly 
low or close to the ground, rain is almost surely 
approaching. This is explained as follows: Swal- 
lows pursue the flies and gnats, and flies and gnats 
delight in warm strata of air ; and as warm air is 
lighter, and usually there is less chance of moisture, 
than cold air, when the warm strata of air is 
high, there is less chance of moisture being thrown 
down from them by the mixtore of cold air; but 
when the warm and moist air is close to the ground, 
itis alinost certain that, asthe cold air flows down 
into it a deposit of water will take place.
